OKLAHOMA CITY— Judge A. S. 
Wells sustained demurrers of J. C. 
Walton, deposed governor to five 
charges of converting public funds 
and freed Walton of all charges in 
the state district court late Friday. 
Walton was charged with having 
caused T. P. Edwards, his private 
chauffeur to he paid out of funds 
of the state health department.

Judge Wells said he based his 
action on the statute which reads: 
Any state employe or deputy of 
such who shall divert any funds 
from the original object shall be 
guilty of a felony.'

A. E. Davenport, then state health 
commissioner.

Rare Prizes in Stone 
Implements

CHICAGO, April 2.— A rare col­ 
lection of stone implements, jade 
and feather pieces from the native 
Maori or New Zealand, many of 
them apparently 
antedating 
the 
great migration, has just been ac­ 
quired by Field Museum of Natural 
History here. 
The Maori were famous for their 
skill in feather work and for their 
carvings in wood and* bone. Some 
explorers are of the opinion that 
the discovery of jade by early visi­ 
tors was one of the main reasons 
for the settlement of the island. 
New Zealand jade is hard and tough 
and the manufacture of small im­ 
plements required weeks of labor. 
It was sawed with thin slabs 
01 
sandstone and then polished with 
fine sand and water. 
The collection includes a number 
of excellently shaped clubs of dio- 
rite. Some of the stone implements 
were found buried deep in the soil 
and 
differ 
so 
much 
from 
those 
of the Maori that they are believed 
; to be the work of earlier black in­ 
habitants. One of the most valu­ 
able feathered objects is a chief’s 
waist mitt woven of native flax and 
decorated with white hair from the 
tail of an extinct species of dog. 
Of the wood carvings the most im­ 
portant are three large boxes cov­ 
ered witlj scrolls and grotesque ani­ 
mals and faces cut in high relief. 
Various small carvings are in bone 
and ivory inlaid with abalone shell. 
Ancestors of the Maorians were 
daring navigatois whose exploits ri­ 
valed those of the Norsemen. Al­ 
though they had only stone tools 
they built large and seaworthy ves­ 
sels and did much exploring. They 
are credited with having discovered 
New Zealand before 1000 A. D.

UNCLE SAM A SHIP OWNER. 


On June 30, 1921, Uncle Sam owned 1,980 vessels of 
more than twelve million tons dead weight. 
This made 
America one of the leading ship owners of the world. 
It 
cost the United States three and a half billion dollars to build 
these ships. 
We have sold about a third of the number for 
a mere bagatelle. 
One may illustrate what the government has been doing 
in selling her ships by the record of one sale. 
Two hundred 
and twenty-six ships, costing the government $300,000,000. 
were recently sold for $750,000. 
In other words, the govern­ 
ment got back 75 cents cut of every $300 it had spent to 
build the vessels. 
There have been other instances fully 
as astounding. 
The handling of the government-owned ships 
during the past three years constitutes one of the most shame­ 
ful chapters in the American history. 
, 
It is a continuous story of waste, incompetency, mis­ 
management and dishonesty. 
The government ships are under 
control of the shipping board, which board is entirely under 
the direction of the President and does not come within con­ 
trol of any of the cabinet officers.—Okmulgee Democrat.

It usually has been the rule to Jolly 
the person who devoted long hours 
to learn driving under an instructor. 
This practice of “kidding” is one that 
human nature succumbs to; hence the 
individual starts out alone on the con­ 
gested highway, underestimating the 
need -for proper knowledge, and Joins 
the ranks of our careless, maniuc 
drivers, endangering not only them­ 
selves, but the lives and property of 
others. The mere knowledge of bow 
to start and stop a car serves only as 
preliminary training. It is from this 
point that the greatest care should 
be exercised, to learn the proper ivay 
to handle your car at all times. 
Steering Most Neglected. 
Probably the most neglected part In 
the training of drivers is that of steer­ 
ing- A great number of accidents are 
caused through inability to turn the 
wheels rapidly enough in either direc­ 
tion, at the same time signaling to 
the oncoming truliic, as to whut course 
you intend taking. 
Assume you are driving a left drive 
car. In making a right-hand turn, the 
left arm is extended up and out, as a 
signal, at least 75 feet prior to the 
corner. 
(This applier to uil signals, 
except In emergencies.) 
The wheel 
should be grasped high, with the righr 
hand, and turned to the right, as the 
corner is reached—the speed of the 
car being lessened at the same time. 
The left hand should remain at the 
signal position until the corner is 
rounded, than it falls high on the 
wheel, and straightens out the course 
of your car, then right-hand relinquish­ 
ing its hold when the left hand takes 
control. 
This method completes your turn 
in two pinvn,'io rt' 
ordi­ 


nary way of using both hands, after 
a hurried signal, taking two or three 
holds on the wheel to accomplish a 
turn, never allows you full confi­ 
dence of control and makes more 
work for the driver. 
Loft Turn Signal. 
For the left turn the signal Is that 
the left arm shall be extended straight 
out and held there until the car has 
taken its complete turn. This time 
the right hand is crossed over and un­ 
der the wheel and pulled down to 
.the loft as the corner is reached. To 
straighten out the course of your car 
following a left turn, let go of the 
wheel and take a new grip and pull 
down to the right, as in right-hand 
turn.
